( ye and trucks representing nearly 
every automotive era during the past 
100 years are parked at the Agawam 

Public Library this month. 

Looking showroom fresh, their paint and 
chrome gleaming, marques from the early 
years — Detroit Electric, Duesenberg, Dur- 
yea, Maxwell, Oldsmobile — sit alongside 
iconic vehicles like Model T Fords, a Check- 
er taxi, a Chevrolet Corvette, a Lincoln 
Zephyr convertible sedan, and a Volkswagen 
Beetle. In their midst are several vehicles 
from this century, including an Audi TT, a 
Ford Thunderbird, a Hummer SUV, and a 
Mercedes SUV. 

These “vehicles” are scale models — from 
1:18 to 1:43 size — that Chuck Bradway 
has built and collected for the past 64 years. 
About 150 of his 335 models — cars, trucks, 
fire engines (mechanized and horse drawn), 
and funeral vehicles — are on display at the 
library now through Dec. 31. 
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From crude models to complex replicas 

The 78-year-old Springfield native who 
moved to Agawam nearly 30 years ago start- 
ed building models when he was 14. 

“T always loved cars and trucks. I must 
have built 70 to 80 models when I was a kid,’ 
said Bradway, who still has some of his first 
models. 

Plastic model kits produced during the 
late 1940s, he said, were “pretty crude” 
compared to today’s complex and highly-de- 
tailed replica kits with opening doors, trunks, 
hoods, and other operating parts. 

“Growing up, I could buy two kits for $5 
at one of the old five and dime stores in the 
city,” he recalled. By comparison, the type of 
scale model car kits he buys today retail for 
at least $26 to $300 each. 

“T didn’t start out to collect them — it just 
happened. After some of my models got 
wrecked, my mother bought me some dis- 
play cases. It grew from there. They now 
fill several large display cases in my house,” 
said Bradway.

not present for discussion

AGAWAM — The Agawam City Coun- 
cil’s Public Safety Subcommittee met 
Monday evening to discuss the Oct. 29 
snowstorm and associated response fol- 
lowing the storm. 

The subcommittee meeting was held in 
the form of a workshop, which allowed 
interaction with the public. Public Safety 
Subcommittee Chairman James Cichetti 
said he had a number of concerns follow- 
ing the storm and felt the subcommittee 
should be looking into what they can do 
to help the response. 

Following more than an hour of discus- 
sion, Cichetti and fellow subcommittee 


members Robert Rossi and Dennis Perry 
agreed they would send a letter to the 
mayor’s office expressing their concerns 
and seeking more information. 

The subcommittee also plans to review 
the emergency response plan that is sup- 
posed to be in place through the Agawam 
Emergency Management Agency. Rossi 
said he felt there was no plan being fol- 
lowed in the immediate aftermath of the 
storm and criticized the lack of organized 
leadership in the days following. 

“There should have been a command 
center and someone giving orders to the 
various departments,” said Rossi. “I don’t 
believe there was a plan.” 

Cichetti reviewed notes from a recent 
meeting he had with Mayor Richard A. 
Cohen and some other department heads, 
including Police Chief Robert Campbell. 

At that time, Campbell stated he had 
never seen anything like the storm that

Council approves new tax rate

AGAWAM -— The city council approved 
the new tax rate and tax fac- 
tor for the fiscal year, opting to 
go in the direction of trying to 
make increases in tax bills as 
nearly equal as possible for both 
residents and businesses. 

The council voted 9-1 to go 
with an amended proposed resi- 
dential with a tax shift of 1.64, 
which represents the ratio be- 
tween the residential and busi- 
ness tax rate. Assessor Kevin 
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Baldini had proposed a tax shift of 1.65. 

The proposed tax rates under the 1.65 shift 
were $14.35 for residential and $28.63 for 
businesses. Under the approved 1.64 shift, 
the tax rate will be $14.40 for residential and 
$28.45 for business. The tax rate applies per 
$1,000 of property value. 

Mayor Richard A. Cohen proposed the 
1.65 tax shift because it limited the tax in- 
crease on the average home. Average homes 
were assessed at approximately $219,000, 
up $2,000 from last year. The shift did put a 
larger increase on commercial and industrial 
properties, which will see their tax bill rise 
by about $256.

Town seeks input on 


potential 


Survey available online

AGAWAM — After an outpouring of sup- 
port from local citizens, the Agawam Plan- 
ning Office is now looking for residents’ 
help in gathering more input on the creation 
of a dog park to be located in town. 

The Agawam Dog Owners Group 
(ADOG), made up of volunteers in charge of 
researching and fundraising for an off-leash 
dog park in town, announced last month that 
a site adjacent to Shea Field in Feeding Hills 
was selected as the potential site. Now, town 
officials are looking to residents to deter- 
mine just what features they would like the 
park to include. 

They will be asked to participate in a sur- 
vey to answer questions such as “How far 
would you travel to visit the park?” or “What 
features would you like to see in a dog park?” 
The survey will assist in the design by show-

ing what the most important and valued as- 
pects of a dog park are to the community. 

“The way it’s written, we can get some re- 
ally good information from residents,’ said 
Deborah Dachos, director of planning and 
community development. “As we’re in the 
planning phase, we can get a lot of good in- 
sight as far as what people want to see in the 
dog park.” 

In addition, Dachos said the town has been 
getting design assistance from Berkshire De- 
sign Group (the entity that planned Phase 1 
of School Street Park), which has designed 
dog parks in the past. 

“We’re going to get some really good ex- 
pertise,” she said, 

ADOG chairman Scott Milliken, who first 
broached the idea of a dog park to town of- 
ficials last December, said the project has 
received “broad-based support in town” over 
the last few months. He credited the plan- 
ning department for putting together the 
survey along with the help of Feeding Hills 
resident Sahar Rafi, the department’s intern

lines still down 
after storm 


W: were disheartened to learn that 
none of the town’s department heads, 
or the mayor, were present at Monday’s 
city council public safety subcommittee 
meeting which was held for the purpose 
of discussing the response to the October 
snowstorm. 

In the aftermath of that storm — which left 
residents here in the dark for over a week 
in some cases — we, along with the rest of 
the town’s residents, were left wondering 
why no emergency response plan had been 
implemented to ensure that those who were 
in need of assistance received it. Is such an 
action plan in place and if not, why? 

We agree with the subcommittee mem- 
bers’ concern for the seeming lack of or- 
ganized leadership in the days following 
the storm. With temperatures hovering at 
just above the freezing mark, many resi- 
dents who were without power were left in 
the cold with nowhere to turn for help. It 
wasn’t until a few days later that the Aga- 
wam Senior Center was opened as a shelter 
for those in need of a warm place to stay. 

Isn’t it the responsibility of town de- 
partment heads, and surely the mayor who 
oversees them, to participate in such post 
mortem discussions, if only to allay the 
concerns of the residents for whom they 
serve? Why, then, were none present? 

Mayor Richard Cohen said he held a 
meeting with his department heads last 
week during which the storm aftermath 
was discussed. Councilors Joe Mineo and 
James Cichetti were both in attendance at 
that meeting, which was held at the Town 
Hall. 

While we understand that town officials 
have already discussed the issue (with 
elected officials present on behalf of resi- 
dents), for the most part, the townspeople 
have not had the opportunity to question 
them in a public setting; to glean insight

into what Cohen called “an epic storm” 
and the preparations that went into it. 

If the discussion that took place at the 
meeting Monday was any indication, sub- 
committee members’ frustration mirrors 
our own. Councilor Dennis Perry, who sits 
on the public safety subcommittee along 
with Cichetti and Robert Rossi, went so 
far as to suggest the full council look into 
invoking Rule 33 — which would allow the 
council to move into executive session in 
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order to open an inquiry and investigation 
into the matter — if the town fails to pro- 
vide information necessary to determining 
what, exactly, happened in the days and 
weeks following that storm. 

The subcommittee isn’t looking to hear 
only from town officials, however. They 
encourage anyone with concerns or sug- 
gestions to contact them or the members of 
the city council as a whole (contact infor- 
mation is available on the town of Agawam

In an effort to right this cosmic wrong

ticular piece of cinematic mastery was 
morally reprehensible, or so I was told), 
I settled in with my friend Emily to “see 
what all the fuss was about” last week- 
end. 

Now would probably be a good time 
to mention my ambivalence towards life 
and humanity in general. It’s true; I’ve 
long since given up the hopeless ideal- 
isms I had growing up and have taken on 
a harder, more realistic outlook on life. I 
am a reporter, after all; it didn’t take long 
for me to become jaded. 

I was, however, intrigued by the char- 
acter of George Bailey, and not just be- 
cause he was portrayed by one of my 


favorite actors (although [ll admit that 
helped). His life was completely or- 
dinary, much like mine. Unlike many 
Hollywood movies today, in which char- 
acters live a life I can only dream of, 
George Bailey had a fairly unremarkable 
life...but wasn’t that the point? His ordi- 
nary life is like a mirror to our own. 

I can’t even begin to count the number 
of times my friends or family have in-

How have I made a dif- 
ference? 

Despite my uncertainty (I’ve only ac- 
complished half of the goals I set way 
back when, after all), Iam starting to ap- 
preciate the bigger picture. 

As George Bailey’s guardian angel, 
Clarence, so eloquently put it, “Each 
man’s life touches so many other lives. 
When he isn’t around he leaves an awful 
hole.” 

I'll accept this as a valid lesson. I just 
wish I didn’t have to cry so hard to learn 
it.

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left most townspeople without power for over a 
week. But Cichetti said Campbell indicated he 
felt everything went well. 

Rossi disagreed with Campbell’s assessment 
and while he is critical of how the aftermath 
of the storm was handled, he said the time for 
assigning blame and pointing fingers is past. 
According to Rossi, the subcommittee and the 
town leadership in the mayor’s office need to 
come up with solutions and put a full plan in 
place so everyone knows what do in the event a 
similar incident happens in the future. 

Former state representative and mayoral can- 
didate Rosemary Sandlin attended the meeting. 
She criticized the town’s poor communication 
with the residents, as well as the operation of the 
town’s shelter at the Agawam Senior Center. 

Sandlin said there was no nurse on staff, mak- 
ing it difficult for senior citizens with medical 
needs to have their issues addressed. 

According to emergency management proto- 
col, shelters are required to have both a police 
officer and a nurse present in order to operate 
as a full-fledged shelter. Otherwise, towns are 
required to call them “warming centers.” Warm- 
ing centers typically only operate during the 
day. While there was confusion over whether 
the senior center served as a warming center 
or an emergency shelter, Perry said he was led 
to be believe the facility was a shelter and said 
residents did sleep there following the storm. 

Cohen said a nurse and police officer were 
assigned to the shelter. 

Resident Richard Bennett criticized the stall- 
ing of the cleanup work as well, suggesting that 
preventative maintenance should begin happen- 
ing now. 
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“There used to be more money spent on tree 
trimming near the roads,’ said Bennett. 

He and others at the meeting questioned why 
there were pauses during the debris cleanup. 
Cichetti and Rossi said they were both told 
cleanup work by Ash Britt, the vendor doing the 
majority of the work, was suspended at times 
when money was running out from authoriza- 
tions made by the city council, and later the 
state Department of Revenue. 

It was during that part of the discussion that 
Perry revealed the DOR had approved Agawam 
to spend $1.5 million more. 

Bennett and others said the Department of 
Public Works should have continued the work 
even in the smaller trucks simply so work would 
continue. The council members said they were 
told the DPW did not have the manpower to do 
work and the debris cleanup stopped until more 
money was authorized for Ash Britt. 

State Sen. Michael Knapik, R-Westfield, was 
also present for the discussion. Knapik, whose 
legislative district will include Agawam next 
year following a redistricting plan approved by 
the state Legislature, is working to get to know 
Agawam and its concerns and is “double-team- 
ing” the district with State Sen. James Welch, 
D-West Springfield, who was not present. 

Knapik said he was pleased to see the discus- 
sions happening with the public safety subcom- 
mittee and residents. 

“This stuff the Legislature is interested in to 
see if there are things we need to be doing at the 
state level,’ said Knapik. 

Following the meeting, Cichetti said he was 
pleased with the initial discussion and is look- 
ing to have more. He was disappointed that the 
department heads and the mayor did not attend. 
All department heads were invited.

The city council’s finance subcommit- 
tee discussed the tax factor at their Nov. 
30 meeting, and with a 4-0 vote, favored 
moving the shift to 1.64. The vote would 
lower the increase on commercial and 
business properties. The difference of the 
one-hundredth of a percent is great for 
businesses. 

Under this format, residential tax in- 
creases would go up an extra $11, but the 
increase in tax bills would come down 
significantly for commercial and indus- 
trial property. Specifically, industrial 
property would go from seeing a $256 
increase in their tax bill to about a $107 
increase. The numbers are all based on 
averages compiled by the Assessor’s de- 
partment and differ by property value. 

Council Vice President Robert Rossi 
cast the only dissenting vote on the rate 
because he felt it should have favored 
residents as much as possible during a 
difficult year. 

“Businesses are able to make up the 
difference and make more income a lot 
easier than residents can,’ said Rossi, 
who confirmed he originally voted with 
the rest of the finance subcommittee for 
1.64, but changed his mind after further 
consideration. “Many of these house- 
holds are on fixed incomes and they just 
can’t afford the increases. Businesses 
have the potential to earn much more 
than residents.” 

Councilor Dennis Perry said he un- 
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derstood the logic reached by the mayor 
with the 1.65, but he is still looking at 
the 1.64 to help the businesses stay away 
from a bigger increase than necessary. 

“T think 1.64 would help the businesses 
without a huge burden on the residents,” 
said Perry. 

Councilor Robert Magovern agreed, 
and said he wanted to see the town con- 
tinue with a “business-friendly”’ attitude. 
Ultimately, if the town can attract more 
businesses to the community, it would 
help the tax base more. 

Councilor George Bitzas and President 
Don Rheault supported Rossi in voting 
against the amendment to the resolution. 
But in the end, Bitzas and Rheault voted 
with the majority of the council on the 
overall motion. 

Bitzas stated for the record that he was 
okay with the 1.65, but was also okay 
with the 1.64. 

“Tf the other councilors wish to make it 
1.64, I will support that,” said Bitzas. 

Rheault said after the meeting he 
voted in favor of the tax rate ultimately 
because it was doable for residents and 
businesses. 

“Obviously, we want to keep the resi- 
dential tax rate as low as possible,” said 
Rheault. “But what we passed was palat- 
able.” 

Baldini said the tax levy that must be 
raised by the town is $47,120,212. The 
residential contribution to the tax levy 
will be in excess of $31 million under the 
revised rate.

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but he can usually identify the year and 
make of each one by sight. If he can’t, a la- 
bel under each model lists its vital statistics. 
He estimates his collection is worth between 
$75,000 and $100,000. 


Driving career fuels model collection 

Bradway’s collection is __ particularly 
unique because it includes numerous hearses 
and other funeral vehicles. Collecting these 
scale model “professional” vehicles stems 
from his six decades of driving for various 
livery services. 

He got his chauffeur’s license in his 20s, 
driving limousines on nights and weekends 
while working as a traveling sales represen- 
tative for Quaker Oats. He started his own 
Agawam-based limousine service in the 
1980s after he was laid off from the cereal 
company. 

His livery service closed in 2002, but 
Bradway continued chauffeur duties at oth- 
er limousine companies before he began a 
transportation consultant service. 

As a chauffeur, he travelled frequently to 
New York and New Jersey — which is where 
he purchased many of his funeral vehicles. 

“You can’t find these models at hobby 
shops in this area,” he said. 


Funeral vehicles of all types and sizes 

He also crafts funeral vehicles from 
“stock”? models. Two of his most recent con- 
versions are a 1957 Ford sedan delivery and 
a 1930 Model A Ford panel truck. 

“When I finish the Model A it will dupli- 
cate a gray and black coachman removal van 
used to transport bodies to funeral homes. 
When I built the ’57 Ford, I painted it white 
to show another color widely used in funeral 
businesses.” 

Bradway’s interest in funeral vehicles also 
extends to restoring full-size limousines and 
hearses. One of his restorations was a 1939 
V16 Cadillac Brougham limousine once 
used by the governor of New York. For the 
past several years he has been trying to re- 
store a 1985 Buick hearse. 

“T’ve driven plenty of limousines and 
hearses in my career. I love driving them.

Many lim- 
ousines — especially hearses — were cus- 
tom-made vehicles,’ said Bradway, whose 
model collection includes a rare 1938 Cadil- 
lac hearse. 


Making modes realistic and personal 

Several fire trucks and commercial vehi- 
cles in his collection also feature customized 
lettering to make them appear even more re- 
alistic. “A friend who is a sign painter makes 
special plastic decals for me. I’ve honored 
friends and relatives by using their names 
to create fake companies for lettering on the 
sides of some trucks and tractor trailers.” 

One of his fire trucks, a red 1952 Ford, 
has gold lettering that identifies it as part of 
the Stafford Springs, Conn., fire department. 
“When I built the Ford it was a replica of 
an actual truck in that town,’ he said. “The 
truck is still in service today, but its cab top 
is now white and a modern light bar replaces 
the original ‘bubble gum’ light on the roof.” 

Building a model takes Bradway any- 
where from a week to six months. 

“Tt depends on how intricate the assembly 
is and how much free time I have to work 
on a model,” he said. His current project is 
a 2009 Dodge Charger sedan that will be- 
come a replica of an Orange County, N.Y., 
sheriff’s safety cruiser. 


A labor of love 

And it’s not just the assembly that takes 
time. Bradway painstakingly hand paints 
each plastic model he builds and spray paints 
his diecast metal models. He also paints and 
details parts on a model’s undercarriage. 

The bulk of Bradway’s collection is hand- 
built models.
